William S. Morris, 58 years old, died 
shortly before 4 o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing at his home, 813 West Berry street, 
after an illness of several weeks w t h 
Bright's disease and a complication of 
other diseases. 
He had been ill for the 
past weeks, but had only been confined 
to his bed since a week ago last Satur- 
day, when he was taken seriously ill. 
From that time until his death he grew 
gradually worse. 
Mr. 
Morris' 
health 
began to fail two years ago, however, 
but the seriousness of his condition was 
not apparent until a few weeks ago. 


Mr. Morris had devoted almost his 
entire life to railroad work ajid few men 
were better known in railroad circles. 
He was regarded as an expert in esti- 
mating jobs to be done by railroads and 
his services were in great demand even 
after he had retired from active rail- 
road service about six years ago. Since 
that time he had been doing special as- 
sessment work for various railroads and 
only a few days ago a representative of 
one of the great linen of the country, 
not knowing he was ill, called upon him 
to have him estimate an important job 
of work. 


The deceased was born in Chicago and 
when still a boy 
began 
his 
railroad 
career with his uncle, who had control 
of a railroad about 100 miles in length 
in the New England states. 
He was yet

Lusitania Wa$ Not 


Armed, Says Carson

"The Lusitania was not armed and she 
never was fitted out as a 
transport," 
was one of the remarks made by Sir Ed- 
ward Oarson, attorney general in the 
new cabinet, in addressing the court this 
morning at the opening of the board of 
trade inquiry into the loss of the Cunard 
liner which was sent to the bottom off 
the south coast of Ireland, May 7, by 
German submarine, with a loss of over 
1,100 lives. 


Sir Edward Carson, who opened for 
the board of trade said he courted th« 
iulleat inquiry. 
He was able to give 
complete denial to the contention of the 
German government, that the Lusitania 
was an armed vessel carrying guns and

AT SAN FRANCISCO. 


San Francisco, June 15.—^An illumi- 
liated aeroplane flight made by 
Art 
Smith, the "up-side-down aviator," in 
^hich he looped the loop at night over 
the Panama-Pacific international expo- 
sition in San Francisco. 
The picture 
was made from a single timed expos- 
tire. The lens was open during the pe- 
aiod of the flight. 


The illumination is unique, as it is 
•'the first photographic record of an aero- 
plane's course ever made on a single 
negative. 
While the course of an aero- 
plane may; be recorded by a cinemato- 
graph film, a night exposure obviously 
is the only one capable of recording the 
course of an aeroplane on a single plate. 
!A daylight exposure would show the 
«leroplane at but one point. 


By tracing the course of the line you 
can follow the loops and strange side 
spirals of which Aviator Smith is a mas- 
ter. 
The trail of light is caused by the 
flow of brilliantly 
illuminated 
white 
^moke and a discharge of white fire- 
,^orks from a non-explosive smoke pot 
Rt the back of the aeroplane.

Washington, Juno 15.—President Wil- 
son told callers today that the plan of 
the United States for dealine -with the 
Mexican situation were inchoate as yet, 
but that the situation seemed to be tak- 
ing sliape. 


He had before him General Carranza's 
proclamation and General Villa's mem- 
orandum in answer to his recent state- 
ment to the factions that they must ad- 
just their difference or some other means 
would be found by the United States 
to restore a government in Mexico. 


Mr. Wilson had not studied the doc- 
ument in detail, but indicated that he 
intended to examine them closely. 


Awaited With Interest. 


General Vcnuistano Carranza's reply 
to overtures by General Villa for restor- 
ation of peace in Mexico was awaited 
with considerable interest in official cir- 
cles here today. 
Upon his response de- 
pends the next move in the situation. 


General Villa already Jiaa formally 
notified tho American ^iovernment that 
he had asked 
for

confercnce with 
Carranza witli a view to a settlement 
of Mexico's domestic troubles.

Villa Warns Carranza. 


In his message 
to 
Carranza, Villa 
warns the first chief of two perils seen 
in President Wilson's declaration that 
unless the various factions reached &n 
agreement among themselves soon, some 
means would be employed by the United 
States to bring about peace. The perils 
referred to by Villa are: 


"First, the cientificos, with any other 
group, might again enthrone themselves 
with American asaistance.

LANSING. 
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Food Inspection in Indiana 


Not so much popular attention is now attracted to the work of 
food inspection in Indiana as in the days when the food and drug 
law was newer and its operation invested with the element of nov- 
elty, but the work is being carried forward steadily over the state. 
It is interesting to note, also, that generally speaking a marked im- 
provement is observed in the sanitai-y conditions of groceries, meat 
markets and other establishments handling foods. 
This is made 
clear in a report just issued by H. E. Barnard, state food and drug 
commissioner. Perfection has by no means been reached, and there 
are still many places not above criticism, but the improvement has 
at least been both pronounced and gratifying. 


Restaurants, particularly those in the smaller towns, come in 
for severest criticism by the head of the state food and drug inspec- 
tion. The unsatisfactory condition of eating establishments, accord- 
ing to Mr. Barnard, is due in part to the fact that the cheaper class 
of restaurants frequently change hands and usually are operated by 
men who know little aboutfthe business of preparing and serving food 
and less about sanitation. 
Nine prosecutions instituted by state 
!ood inspectors last month were because of dirty and adultered milk. 


Eight hundred and sixty-eight sanitary inspections were made 
in May. Six places were listed as excellent, 514 good, 337 fair, 11 
poor and none bad. This is one of the best reports made by the in- 
spection force recentí^^ 


It is not yet possible to be definitely certain of the cleanliness 
and the purity of food products and the sanitary condition of sur- 
roundings at every place in Indiana in which these products are of- 
fered for sale, but you are taking fewer chances than formerly when 
you do your marketing or when the waiter serves the order you have 
given. 


Recent experiences in the courts are plainly indicating that the 
much-vaunted Sherman anti-trust law is, in point of application, not 
BO actually airtight as has been popularly believed. 
There have 
been some convictions under it, it is true, but in almost every case of 
consequence appeal has resulted in a nullification of the original 
verdict. 
The cash register case is the latest in point. 
Officials of 
that concern, who had been convicted of unlawful business prac- 
tices and assessed heavy fines with prison sentences in some in- 
stances, secured a reversal of finding in the circuit court of appeals. 
The government attempted, by appeal to the supreme court, to have 
the case reopened, but sustained a second defeat when the supreme 
court declined to review the lower court's action, so that what 
rhat regarded as the strongest case that could be brought under 
Ihe Sherman statute—criminal prosecution—has failed.

Blaine, the "Plumed Knight," 
startled 
the country by resigning as secretary of 
son, and the president called John W. 
state under President Benjamin Harri- 
Foster. of Indianapolis, to succeed him. 
Now that a similar situation has arisen, 
it is one of the coincidences of history 
that the "man of the hour" in Wash- 
ington, the man who has been regarded

WHEAT CROP FORECAST.

inchides both winter and spring wheat 
and is based on the acreage and on the 
condition of the crops June I. 


It is noted that the record year IDll 
the wheat 
crop 
increased 
8 7 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 
bushels over the June 1 estimate. 
So 
the possibilities are that 
the billion 
mark will be passed, breaking all rec- 
ords for the world. 


Because of the European war and the 
great demand 
for 
wheat, 
American 
farmers have put in a tremendous acre- 
age. 
Last fall 
4 0 . 1 
fin,OOO acres were 
sown to winter wheat, and this spring 
wheat 
claimed 
1 9 , 2 4 8 , 0 0 0 
additional 
acres in the United States. 
This indi- 
cates an increase of 11 per cent in the 
wheat acreage over last year. 


June 1 it was found the spring wheat 
was in 94.9 per cent, of a normal con- 
dition as compared with a ten-year av- 
erage of 93.8 per cent, of normal. 
In 
other words, the spring wheat is in bet- 
ter than average condition. 
The out- 
look is for an average of 14.1 bushels 
of spring 
wheat 
per 
acre. 
Winter 
wheat is expected, according 
to 
the 
June 1 conditions, to produca 16.9 bush- 
el-s to the acre, which is better than 
the 
1 9 0 9 - 1 9 1 3 average, but lower than 
the ehowing for last j-ear. 


Experts 
say tlie wheat 
growers of 
the United States this year will have 


3 8 . 5 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 
bu.shels of wheat to spare 
for outsiders. 


MONROEVILLE NEWS. 


The newest scheme hatched in the fertile brain of New York 
boxing promoters is the creation of a national governing body to 
tsontrol the fistic game, on the theory that with proper "regulation" 
pugilism would be permitted in many state which have now put up 
the bars against it. 
State ''regulation," it must be admitted, has 
been a rather miserable failure iji its attempt to invest the game 
with sufficient respectability to ma*ke it even tolerable, and there is 
little reason to expect that a national attempt in that 
direction 
would be more successful. The. ring game is not coming back in this 
country—it is still going, and going rapidly.

Cleveland Doctor Believes 
. Auto Tires Can Be 
Sold for $15. 


Cleveland, O., Jime 15.—In an office 
high in the Schofleld building, a broad- 
shouldered man in a white jacket bent 
low over a metal retort, through the 
tar-like contents of which a high fre- 
quency electric current wag passing. 


Suddenly he moved a switch shut- 
iipg off the current and examined the 
now tough and spongy maM in the r«» 
toH. H« tvUiiJ M ht witiieM«d tlM 


Ruccees that had attended his experi- 
ment. 
The substance he held in hi« 
hand, he believes, was the first picce 
rubber ever produced in 


Americft. 


The man was Dr. Lymaa A. Noble, 
elecLiU-iiiLiupiot, 
iJiO oiaouem 
ouild- 
ing, and ho declared he has discovered 
a formula from which a substitute, com- 
bining all the qualities of natural rub- 
ber, can be produced. 


For nearly a year, Dr. Noble has been 
experimenting 
with 
ingredients and 
processes for the production of artificial 
rubber. As professor of chemistry 
in 
the old Cleveland Homeopathic Medical 
college, and more recently bm an ex- 
pert in medical electricity, he hod main- 
tained the belief tbat a substitute for 
rubber could be produced artificially. 


The various ingredients sre mixed, by 
secret formula, into a liquid, which, un- 
der heat, is avaporated down to one* 
quarter of its original mast. Wliaii it 
hat r«aebed a consistency of a tbiek 
•yruo. the maa la «lacMi ta a nMial 


retort and connected with a high fre- 
quency electrical machine used by Dr. 
Noble in his practice. The retort forms 
one pole and the-other pole is suspend- 
ed in the liquid. The current is turned 
on and after six hours, the retort con- 
tains a black, spongy substance with all 
the qualities, Dr. Noble claims, of nat- 
ural rubber. 


"Thus far," Dr» Noble said, "I have 
thought of the value of my discovery 
only in the light of automobile tire 
manufacture. 
I understand that the 
largest size of automobile tires, known 
an 37x5, represent an o,utIay of nearly 
$300 for each machine. 
With the ar- 
tiflcinl mbber the cost will not exceed 
$1.1» a tire, or $60 for a set of four." 


Dr. Noble said a company is being or- 
ganized to manufacture his product on 
a large scale, and a plant will be built 
in Cleveland.

All of these trains, ex- 
cept the earliest ones, were thus over- 
crowded. 


Elevated trains at the northern and 
the southern terminals started out at 9 
o'clock with detectives, but few pas- 
sengers aboard.

No disorder attended the starting of the 
trains. 


No attempts to run surface cars were

Strikers congregated in an orderly man- 
ner at the barns and terminals. 
Fight for Places in Jitneys. 


At one of the terminals on the north 
Bide "jitney" busses were numerous and 
well patronized. 
In Milwaukee avenue 
which runs through a congested district, 
there were, several fights among men 
crowding to get into the "jitneys," or 
other vehicles, but none was serious. 


No definite promise of peace was in 
sight. Interest, however, was felt in the 
possibilities of mediation by the aldei- 
manic committee, appointed last night 
and the renewal of efforts at reconcilia- 
tion by the state board of arbitration. 
The anti-strike-breaker ordinance passed 
by the city council last night was placed 
in the hands of Mayor Thompson. 
He 
has a week in which to veto it or make 
it law by his sifrnatiire. It provides that 
a certain period of training must be 
given mtormen and 
conductors, 
and 
that their instructors shall be men who 
have had three years' experience, twelve 
months of which has been in Chicago. 


Woman Didn't Know It. 


A woman, who did not know ther« 
was ft strike, was the first one to enter 
the second train leaving the Wilson ave- 
nue terminal of the Northwestero ele- 
vated. 
Reporters asked her her name 
and destination. 


"My goodness! 
WTiat's the matterf 
Everybody looks at one so. 
Is every- 
body crazy?" she replied. 


The situation was explained and she 
left the car and found a seat in a fur- 
niture van. 
Two 
other 
women also 
boarded the train, but left it when in- 
formed that the strike was not over. 


With motor vehicles and st«ara rail- 
road suburban trains staggering under 
the crush of the emergency traffic, the 
situation was met with sober faces by 
approximately 1,500,000 
people whose 
usual transportation facilities had Ween 
cut off. 


Not a wheel was to be turned on the 
1,095 miles of surfac« lines today, but 
officials of 
the 
elevated 
roads 
had 
planned to operate 
trains throughout 
the daylight hours. All will be guarded 
with squads of picked detectives. 


Rioting of any serious order was ab- 
sent 
on 
yesterday, 
the first of the 
strike, but police continued on guard at 
the car barns throughout the city today 
to prevent violence. 
The only act of 
violence reported within the last twen- 
ty-four hours was when a strike sym- 
pathizer hurled a missile at an elevated 
train. 
It struck a detective who was 
acting as a guard. He was slightly cut 
by broken glass. 


Many Peace Proposals. 


Peace proposals were being considered 


in many quarters today. 
The Illinois 
state board of arbitration is prepared 
to take action at once toward a settle- 
ment of the strike. 
The board sent 
communications to oflBciala of the trac- 
tion companies and union leaders offer- 
ing state arbitration. 


The aldermanic committee, of which 
Mayor Thompson is chairman, assumed 
complete charge of the situation insofar 
as the city government is concerned in 
an effort to effect an immediate settle- 
ment. The committee was appointed at 
a meeting of the city council last night. 
The coimcil also passed an ordinance 
seeking to prohibit the employment of 
strike-breakers, but it was said today 
that it would not go into effect for sev- 
eral days if signed by the mayor. The 
ordinance would prohibit the employ- 
ment of a motbrman 
unless he 
had 
twenty-one days of instructions and a 
conditctor foiu-teen days. 
The instruc- 
tors must be men with three years' ex- 
perience and must have been employed 
for the preceding twelve months on lines 
in Chicago. 


Signs Indicate Charges. 


Big signs advising of the charges for 
rides were posted on motor buses, ice 
wagons, motor driven coal wagons, fur- 
niture trucks, and thousands of "jitneys" 
which continued a rushing business. The 
standard price for being carried 
two 
miles or more was ten cents if one stood 
np. 
Where improved streets were pro- 
vided, 15 and 25 cents was charged. 
Railroads, which operate suburban serv- 
ice, were imable to handle the crush of 
passengers, although many trains were 
added to the schedules. 
It was estimat- 
ed that more than 500,000 persons were 
carried on steam roads yesterday, ap- 
proximately a fifty per cent increase 
over normal biisiness. 


Contrary to expectations, down town 
theaters did a rushing business 
last 
night, but the amusement parks in tha 
outlying districts lost heavily. The larg- 
est of the amusement parks, it was an- 
nounced, will remain closed until the 
strike is settled. 


Shopping by Telephone. 


Managers of big department stores re- 
ported that the reductloft in business 
was small. 
They said the volume of 
business was not much below normal as 
I thousonds had shopped by 
telephone. 
The telephone company had an increase 
of fifty per cent in its number of calls, 
three million having been received yes- 
terday. 


The 
city, 
under the 
ordinance by 
which the surface lines operate, has col- 
lected approximately $12,000,000 as its 
share of the receipts since 1907. 
The 
city receives 55 per cent of the net 
earnings, its share for the year ended 
July 31, 1915, being $2,421,225, com- 
pared with $3,002,454 for the previous 
year.

Toberg has been termed "The richest 
conductor in the world." He owns stocK 
in the Chicago railways which he pur- 
chased more than twenty years ago. 
Dividends from his stock, his associates 
say, amount to three or four times his 
annual wages. 
Toberg owns other valu- 
able stocks and bonds; also a hotel and 
a number of apartment buildings from 
which he receives big rentals. 


Toberg has been a street car conduc- 
tor for forty years.

Paulo, Brazil.) 


Sao Paulo, which is sixty miles inland 
from the port of Santos, Brazil, is rap- 
idly becoming a manufacttiring 
city. 
Sao Paulo is the Los Angeles of south- 
ern Brazil and today claims 400,000 peo- 
ple. 
I fully expect to see it grow to 
LnoO.OOO. and some day be the larg- 
est city in Brazil. 


Tile most attractive ports to land at 
are Santos. Sao Paulo and Porto Ale- 
gre, any of which take one at once into 
à beautiful country that is rapidly be- 
ing taken up. 


The greatest opportunities, however, 
are probably to be found west of thie 
ports of Paranagua and San Francisco 
on the way to the great Tgiissa Falls, 
near the boundary of Argentine, Para- 
guay and Brazil. 


Tliese falls are equal to Niagara and 
will some day T>ecome the center of a 
great 
manufacturing district 
such 
as 
is St. Louis. 


Briefly, I should advise a family man 
to land at Sao Paulo or Port Alegre; 
hut a single man with courage could 
strike out from Paranagua or Sao Fran- 
cisco. 
Surely this a land for "beginning

ment at Rio de Janeiro. 


If. however, you should go to

Each state has its own im- 
migration and land laws, as well as its 
own export duties and other taxes. In 
southern Brazil there are four states. 
Going from south to north these 
are 
Rio Grande do Sud. Santa 
Catharina, 
Panana and Sao Paulo. 
Each of these 
have one or more separate ports, as 
given above. 
Each has its own capital 
and to this capital you first may wish 


to go. 


Remember, that the "land for begin- 
ning ugain" has diflicultie-s and hard- 
ships You may not like the people and 
you 
perhaps cannot depend \ipon 
the 
government; but the climate, resources 
and natural 
opportunities 
are imsur- 
passed.

consider 
going 
there or remaining in the good United 
States of North America. 
There is no 
other place which I have seen which is 
worth considering. 
Tomorrow the good

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Food Inspection in Indiana 


Not so much popular attention is now attracted to the work of 


food inspection in Indiana as in the days when the food and drug 
law was newer and its operation invested with the element of nov- 
elty, but the work is being carried forward steadily over the state. 
It is interesting to note, also, that generally speaking a marked im- 
provement is observed in the sanitary conditions of groceries, meat 
markets and other establishments handling foods. This is made 
clear in a report just issued by II. E. Barnard, state food and drug 
commissioner. Perfection has by no means been reached, and there 
are still many places not above criticism, but the improvement has 
at least been both pronounced and gratifying. 


Restaurants, particularly those in the smaller towns, come in 


for severest criticism by the head of the state food and drug inspec- 
tion. The unsatisfactory condition of eating establishments, accord- 
Ing to Mr. Barnard, is due in part to the fact that the cheaper class 
of restaurants frequently change hands and usually are operated by 
men who know little about the business of preparing and serving food 
and less about sanitation. Nine prosecutions instituted by state 
food inspectors last month were because of dirty and adultered milk. 


Eight hundred and sixty-eight sanitary inspections were made 


in May. Six places were listed as excellent, 514 good, 337 fair, 11 
poor and none bad. This is one of the best reports made by the in- 
ipection force recently. 


It is not yet possible to be definitely certain of the.cleanliness 


and the purity of food products and the sanitary condition of sur- 
"roundings at every place in Indiana in which these products are of- 
fered for sale, but you are taking fewer chances than formerly when 
you do your marketing or when the waiter serves the order you have 
given.

MONROEVILLE NEWS. 


Recent experiences in the courts are plainly indicating that the 


much-vaunted Sherman anti-trust law is, in point of application, not 
so actually airtight as has been popularly believed. There have 
been some convictions under it, it is true, but in almost every case of 
consequence appeal has resulted in a nullification of the original 
verdict. The cash register case is the latest in point. Officials of 
that concern, who had been convicted of unlawful business prac- 
tices and assessed heavy fines with prison sentences in some in- 
stances, secured a reversal of finding in the circuit court of appeals. 
The government attempted, by appeal to the supreme court, to have 
the case reopened, but sustained a second defeat when the supreme 
court declined to review the lower court's action, so that what 
what regarded as the strongest case that could be brought under 
Ihe Sherman statute—criminal prosecution—has failed. 


The newest scheme hatched in the fertile brain of New York 


boxing promoters is the creation of a national governing body to 
control the fistic game, on the theory that %vith proper "regulation" 
pugilism would be permitted in many state which have now put up 
the bars against it. State ''regulation," it must be admitted, has 
been a rather miserable failure in its attempt to invest the game 
with sufficient respectability to make it even tolerable, and there is 
little reason to expect that a national attempt in that direction 
would be more successful. The ring game is not coming back in this 
country—it in still going, and going rapidly.
